Maa Who Hated Cleveland

Columbus, 0., June 24.—The Dem- 


ocratic state convention was called to 
order and Col. W A. Taylor, of Colum- 
bus, introduced as temporary chairman. 
In his address he devoted the entire 
time to the money question. 
He de- 


clared that it was the issue before 
wihch every other was as a mole hill 
to a mountain. 
He claimed that the 


demand for free silver had come from 
every city, town, hamlet and school 
house in the state, and that the voico 
of the Democratic hosts of the state 
commanded this convention to make 
Ohio the leader of all the states in the 
.fight for the people's cause at Chicago. 
"For," he said in conclusion, "what 
you declare here today will be declared 
at Chicago for the whole country, and 
that in turn will be ratified % the peo- 
ple of the -United States on the third of 
November.'' 


• The speech was received with pro- 
longed applause, the speaker being fre- 
quently interrupted. 


A delegate named Reuben Turney 


created considerable excitement by 
moving that a large portrait of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, suspended near the 
platform, be removed from the hall. 
Turney excitedly spoke of him as 
"That arch traitor, that Benedict Ar- 
nold of the Democratic party, Graver 
Cleveland.'' The motion was not put. 


The ieport of the committee on 


rules was adopted, after a fight by the 
gold men in the convention. 


Gen. A. J. Warner, of 
Marietta, 


permanent chairman, then took charge 
of the gavel. In his speech ho urged 
all advocates of a bimetallic standard 
to throw away party alliances and unit 
for the overthrow of gold monometal- 
lism. This would save the people from 
becoming homelesss tenants while the 
rich are becoming richer by increasing 
the value of gold. 
He declared that 


the values of all that people possess are 
decreasing, while the value of' foreign 
money is increasing. 


The report of the 
committee 
on 


resolutions was read. 
It declared that 


wo hold.the money question, the vital 
and permanent issue now before the 
people of this country. 
We are unal- 


terably opposed to a single gold stand- 
ard and demand an immediate return 
to constitutional money—gold and sil- 
ver—by restoration by this govern- 
ment, independent of other nations; of 
unrestricted coinage of both silver and 
gold into standard money at the ratio 
pof 16 to 1, and upon terms of exact 
equality existing prior to 1873, such 
silver coin to be full legal tender, 
equal with gold coin for all debts and 
dues, public and private. 
The dele- 


gates to the Chicago national conven- 
tion from Ohio are instructed to use all 
honorable means to secure the adoption 
of these principles by that convention 
and to vote only for candidates for 


President and vice-President known to 
be favorable to these principles. To 
this end the Ohio vote shall be cast as 
a unit, as the majority may determine. 


A minority report was presented by 


J. C. Patteron in the interesst of 
harmony. It left out all mention of 
finances, but it was defeated. . 


The majority report was "adopted by 


a vote of—yeas, 542; nays, 128. 


For delegates-at-large to the national 


convention, seven names were, pre- 
sented—Allen W. Thnnnan,' John R. 
McLean; E. B. Finley, L. E. Holden, 
J. W: Bookwalter, John Conwell and 
Chas. P. Salen. 
The ballot resulted as 


follows: McLean, 615; Finley, 521; 
Thurman, 494; Holden, 444; Bookwal- 
ter, 331; Conwell 12; .Salen, 
113; 


Campbell, 4; Thomas, 2. The an- 
nouncement of the vote was the signal 
for a great demonstration.
